Large*! Raid On Record 

Their raid on Sylt Tuesday in- 
volved tlie largest number of bomb- 
bers employed since the inaugura- 
tion of air warfare. For six hours, 
the British roared over the German 
base, wave after wave In a relentless 
attack. The reverberation of the 
bombing and unll-aircraft Ore could 
be heard distinctly on the distant 
Danish coast It was a clear, moon- 
light night, with drifting cloud 
patches In which the English planes 
could hide. After several tiles, one 
British bomb found its mark in the 
ammunition dump on the island. 
Explosions which followed rocked 
the litUe island base severely; stored 
rocket shells burst out all around 
the fort The pyrotechnics could be 
teen for miles. Several British planes 
were reported lost in the attack.
